The State department learned today that 
Prince Henry of Prussia will remain in the 
United States until March 11 instead of leav- 
ing for Germany on March 8, and a meeting 
of the Reception commission and Count 
Quadt of the German Embassy was held to 
rearrange the Princess’ itinerary to provide 
for three additional days. 

Until Prince Henry’s approval of its plans 
for his entertainment has been received the 
commission, which consists of Assistant 
Secretary of State Hill, Major General Cor- 
bin, and Rear Admiral Evans, will not make 
public the program it has arranged. 

The itinerary, as revised today, includes in 
addition to the New York and Washington 
visits a trip for the Prince which will em- 
brace stops at Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. 
Louis, Chicago, Milwaukee, Niagara Falls, 
and Boston, with short stops probably at 
Buffalo and Rochester. 


St. Louis Included in List. 

There has been some talk to the effect 
that the Prince would not go as far West 
as St. Louis, but the commission must have 
some assurance that he will agree to go 
there, for it telegraphed ex-Governor Fran- 
cis, President of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition, that the Prince would surely 
visit the Missouri metropolis.

LONDON, Jan. 23, 3 a. m.—Angio-Russian 
relations in reference to the Persian Gulf 
were the subject of an important declaration 
in the House of Commons yesterday. The 
critics of the government deplored the loss 
to British trade and prestige in that part of 
the world, some of them advocating an un- 
derstanding with Russia by which Russia 
would confine her activity to north Persia, 
leaving south Persia to British influence. 

Henry Norman (Liberal) tried in vain to 
draw out Lord Cranborne, the Under Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs, suggesting that an 
Anglo-German secret agreement referred to 
the Persian Gulf and German Bagdad rail- 
yoad scheme. 

Viscount Cranborne, Under Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, said the object of 
Great Britain in Asia, including Persia, was 
to maintain the status quo. 

Although, however much Great Britain 
might seek friendly relations with other 
powers, they were not to be sought at the 
cost of British rights. It was not to the in- 
terest of Great Britain, he said, to go, capin 
hand, looking for understandings. 

Assurances had been exchanged between 
the British and Russian governments with 
reference to the maintenance of the Persian 
integrity. His Lordship saw no reason why 
they could not simultaneously maintain 
British trade and good relations with Rus- 
gia, but the latter would not be bought at 
the expense of any rights possessed by Great 
Britain, 

While anxious for the maintenance of the 
integrity of Persia, the government was far 
more anxious to maintain the balance of 
power, and it was quite impossible for the 
government to abandon its rightful position 
in Persia. This was espécially true as re- 
gards the Persian Gulf and the provinces

Audience Cheers Charges. 
Jacob Ingenthron, Clarence Darrow, and 
John T. Keating arraigned the course of 
the British government in south Africa, 
while. the audience greeted every charge 
with frantic applause. 

J. C. Wilkams, who presided, explained 
the meeting had been called to urge Con- 
‘gress and the President to secure from the 
English government a pardon for Scheepers 
and to extend an invitation to Paul Kruger 
to visit Chicago on the day of the coronation 
of King Edward. a 

Tirade Against England. 

This war from its inception until now,” 
said. Jacob Ingenthron, the first speaker, 
is but a continuation of the previous policy 
of British imperialism. From the time that 
Drake, the privateer, played the pirate on 
the Spanish Main the English policy has 
been one of rapine and oppression. 

While the death rate of the children in 
south Africa bids fair to slay them all in 
two years,” said Clarence Darrow, when 
one of two of all the babies that fall into 
the hands of the British dies within a-year

After the passage of the resolutions pre- 
sented to the meeting,John T. Keating sug- 
gcsted that a commercial’ boycott of English 
goods would be the most effective means of 
showing American distaste for the war. 

Let us agree that we will buy nothing 
that is made in England; that we will pat- 
ronize no store, great or small, that carries 
English goods. If we cannot intervene di- 
rectly let us begin at once commercial war 


Text of Resolutions. 

The text of the resolutions passed was as 
follows: | 

Whereas, We, citizens of Chicago, are assembled 
in mass-meeting called for the purpose of lending 
encouragement and assistance to those who sought 
to save the life of Commandant Scheepers of the 
Orange Free State army, sentenced to death by 
British military authorities in south Africa; and 

Whereas, It appears from dispatches appearing 
in the daily papers that the British authorities 
have violated the laws of civilized warfare by mur- 
dering a prisoner of war captured while lying 
wounded in a hospital; therefore, 

Resolved, That we, the citizens of Chicago, in 
mass-meeting assembled, do in this public manner 
express our utter abhorence of an act so coward- 
ly by a strong nation at war with a nation weak in 
numbers and resources, but strong only in those 
attributes of faith and heroism that make an un- 
conquerable people; and be it further 
Resolved, That we invite his Excellency Presi- 
dent Paul Kruger to visit our city on June 26, 
1902, that we may show to him and to the world 
the esteem in which we hold him and his heroic 
countrymen.

Postoffice Inspector Holmes Testifies in 
Postal Frauds Case in Ha- 
yana.

HAVANA, Jan, 22.—The trial of the post- 
office cases was continued today. Inspectors 
Fletcher and Holmes testified as to Neely's 
relations with the printing company of Mun- 
cie, the keyless lock company, and the bank 
at Muncie.

Although promises of reformation were 
made the young woman apparently was un- 
satisfied, and the couple had several quar- 
rels during the week. Last evening about 8 
o'clock Miss Conaty was seated in the par 
lor of her home with Albert Weismann, 467 
Grand avenue, when Witmacher entered. He 
refused to remove his overcoat, asserting 
that he would stay but a few moments, and 
asked for a private conversation with his 
former sweetheart.

As Miss Conaty staggered against the door 
Welsman sprang to the aid of the young 
woman, but a menacing motion from WW 
macher checked him, dnd the young woman 
fell to the floor. Again Witmacher pointed 
the revolver at her prostrate form and fred 
a third shot. 
Turning, he opened the door and ran south 
in May street. The police of the Maxwell 
Street Station were notified of the shooting 
a few minutes later, and Lieutenant Joyce 
dispatched Sergeant Tyrrell and Detectives 
Voss and Long to the address given them as 


At the house of Witmacher they were told 
by a neighbor that the man had been seen 
to enter the house ten minutes earlier. The 
relatives of the man declared that he Was 
in his room, the door of which was locked, 
Commands to open the door were shouted by 
the policemen, but no answer could be heard 
from the inside. Finally Sergeant Tyrrell 
threw himself against the door, breaking it 


the police rushed into the room. 


Find Him Dead on Bed. 
The body of the man was lying across his 
bed, and in his hand the now emptied re- 
volver was found. Two bullet wounds were 
found in his head, either of which would 
have proved fatal, and he evidently had 
been dead several minutes before the police 
arrived at his home. The shots had deen 
heard by no one in the place, and the mother 
of the dead man was prostrated by thescene 
and the information given her. 
No note or message was left by the suicide. 
At the home of the young woman phy- 
clans decided that it would be necessary to 
remove her to a hospital in the effort t 
save her life. At the West Side Hoapital, to 
which she was taken, it was found that two 
of the bullets had entered her left side, while 
the third had inflicted a flesh wound in the 
thigh.

Reciprocity with Buropean and South 
American Nations the Subject of an 
Address by Charles A. Gardiner—An- 
nexation of Canas and Cuba De- 
clared to Be the Only Way to Retain 
Advantageous Business Relations 


New York, Jan. 22—[Special. eurer 
Charles A. Gardiner was the principal sp 


er tonight at the annual meeting of the New 
Tork Credit Men's association. The subject 
of his Expansion 


address was Commercial 

of the United States.“ He held such ex- 
pansion to be the most important problem 
now before the nation and the logical result 
of constitutional and political expansion. 
Reciprocity he considered good under certain 
conditions, but not a general trade panacea. 

The most vital economic problem now 
confronting this nation,“ declared Mr. Gar- 
diner, is the expansion of our foreign com- 
merce. If constantly increasing markets are 
not provided the fésult must be a hopeless 
glut in production, stagnation. of manufac- 


tures, strikes, panics, and gen 


Reciprocity as a Panacea. 
“Reciprocity is offered as 4 universal 
panacea; but we know ifttle about it. Reci- 
procity, which is the concession of special 
tariff rates to one country at the expense of 
others, would abolish our historic policy of 
equity to all nations, special -privileges to 
none; it would abrogate the most favored 
nation treaties; finally it would lead to 
reprisals, trade wars, and all those inter- 
national entanglements against which Wash- 
ington particularly warned us. 
“In 1900 our’ exports to the entire world 
were $1,304;463,082, of ‘which we shipped to 
British dominions $702,070,802, or 80.84 per 
cent of the whole, During the same year our 
exports to Germany and all German colonies 
were 13.43 per cent. to France and all French 
colonies 6.22 per cent, to Italy 2.81 per cent, 
to Russia three-quarters of 1. per cent, and 
to the Austrian Empire only one-half of 1 per 
cent Of our export trade. = 
The pending French treaty would adm! 
French goods to our niarket 20 per éént 
cheapér than similar British goods. If sim- 
ilar treaties were made with Germany, Italy, 
and other continental rivals of England, Brit- 
ish trade with us would be ruined, How long 
would England tolerate such gross and palpa- 
ble injustice? Swift retaliation with tariffs 
and preferentials throughout the British Em- 
pire would place an embargo on our com- 
merce and drive home our goods from the 
four quarters of the globe. We could better 
afford sacrifices in our continental trade 
than such retaliation from our largest and 
Canada Should Be Annexed. 
“Canada presents today the best oppor- 
tunity in the world for reciprocity. Agri- 
culture there reigns supreme: Her inhab- 
itants need our manufactures, and although 
only 5,500,000 in number actually bought 
from us last year not only as much as did 
the 52,000,000 people in Mexico, Central and 
South America but $23,000,000 more! But 
reciprocity is only a trade makeshift. An- 
nexation and not reciprocity is the only pol- 
icy that will insure the permanent expansion 
of our Canadian commerce. 
“With Cuba our relations are sui | generis. 
Congress shovid heed the President's advice 
and enact immediately such ‘reciprocal trade 
measures as will ‘discharge our national ob- 
ligations with the utmost good fattn. 
“Such an anomaly as.our Central and 
South American trade éxists nowhere else 
m our commerce. Reciprocity alone is no 
adequate relief; it is only one of the many 
material and ‘political aide that must be in- 
voked. An isthmfan canal, banks of ex- 
change, and particularly coagtwise steam- 
slilps will expand our cOmmerce in all Latin- 
America more than any other material aids.”

FAMOUS HORSEMAN CARRIES 
SECRET TO GRAVE. . 


Owner of Nellie Kneebs and Bethel 
Passes Away at Home in Sioux City— 
Owes International Reputation in 
Harness Horse World to Sensational 
“Ringing” Case in Germany-—Ar- 
rested and Imprisoned, but Mystery 
‘In Never Cleared Up. 


Sioux City, Ia., Jan. 22,—Robert T. Hall, 
known as Bob Kneebs,” a horseman of in- 
ternational reputation, died here today at 
the age of 62. He was convicted of “ ring- 
ing in Germany in 1894 and spent a year in 
jail: The case attracted attention of horse- 
men in Europe and America. 

„ Kneebs, as he was familiarly known, 
before he started into horse racing, was a 
farmer, owning a large ranch at Wakefield, 
Nedb., a short distance from Sioux City. His 
case was without doubt the most sensational 
turf scandal of the time. 

The cause of Kneebs’ trouble twas the al- 
leged substitution of the horse Bethel in 
place of Nellie Kneebs, an almost counter- 
part of the former, but a much slower ani- 
mal, in a race at Berlin. At the time Bethel 
was supposed to be at the Nebraska ranch 
and nothing to the contrary has been proved, 
for shortly after the American was thrown

formed him that it was not Nellie Kneebs 
against whom he had raced, but a ringer 
and a much faster horse by the name of 
Bethel. 

The case was finally dismissed and Kneebs 
returned to Nebraska. His horses had been 
confiscated, his cash used in defending his 
liberty and name. But he started life anew 
and leaves a’ splendid string of horses with 
which he expected to make the circuit this 
year. 

But the mystery of Nellie Kneebs never 
came out. The horse was among those con- 
fiscated, but German drivers were never able 
to obtain any speed from the mare. Kneebs 
died with the secret of whether it was Nellie 
Kneebs or Bethel that brought discomfiture 
to the royal German purses.

That the traction cable is antiquated and

Clark Street Cable Hopeless.

New Subway Trolley.

Only the body of the car is above 
the surface, a plowlike appliance divides this 
iron strip as the car moves along to allow of 
the passage of the uprights connecting the 
body of the car with the trucks below the 
surface. This groove closes after the car 
passes.

Law of 1901 Invalid.

Upon the evidence in the case we think 
we are warranted in saying of this defendant 
what we had occasion to say of another cor- 
poration—it, was conceived in sin and brought 
forth in iniquity, that wrong attended at 
its birth and that fraud stood sponsor at 
its christening, imposing upon the corporate 
child a name to which it was not entitled and 
which it had no right to bear.“ 


Spurns State Supreme Court. 

The defendant company had received its 

name under the laws of Illinois, and for this 
reason its officers contended that the com- 
plainants had no relief through injunctional 
proceedings. In denying this contention the 
federal court says: 
With respect to the denial by the Su- 
preme Court of Illinois of the right of a 
foreign corporation to contest in the courts 
of that State the right of a domestic cor- 
poration to the corporate name given it by 
the State in its articles of incorporation, even 
if that name be selected in fraud and be 
used to perpetuate a wrong, we are not con- 
cerned.

6 decisions of the highest court of a State 
with respectful deference, but cannot be 
conciuded thereby in such a case as the 
present one, when the ruling invoked, in 
our judgment, works a grievous wrong.”

ago Henry T. Oxnard and W. Bayard Out- 
ting, directors of the American Beet Sugar 
company, wrote a letter in whieh they said 
that at last the manufacture of beet sugar 
stood on a basis ag firm as any business 
in the country; that Cuban production 
“even under an annexation to the Pnited 
States could not destroy the beet sugar 
industry; and that it would be a profitable 
industry even if there were absolute free 
trade in sugar. | 

The conclusion to be draw from these 
conflicting statements is that the Ameri- 
ean beet sugar manufacturers are making 
a great deal of money and that like many 
other manufacturers who are favored by 
extremely high duties they ate unwilling to 
abate one jot or tittle of the protection 
they eujoy. In reality the large profits 
of the beet sugar mauufactnrers—profits 
which they do not- divide fairly with the 
farmers who grow the beets—will not suf- 
ter in the event of the reduction of the 
duties on Cuban cane sugar. Mr. Oxnard 
was correct on that point in 1800. Cuba 
and the American beet sugar producers 
cannot for many long years to come make 
sugar enough to meet the American de- 
mand. So long as a necessary part of the 
American supply has to pay the present 
duty the domestie beet sugar producers will 
have the profits they now enjoy. 

Neyertheless, the beet sugar manufactur- 4 
ers remain deaf to ait arguments jn behalf 
of Cuba whether put forward by Cubans 
or by Americans. Senator Proctor of Ver- 
mont is a cautious man. When he ex- 
presses a strong opinion on any subject 
he is sure of his facts. When he says 
“there is no doubt in my mind that if we 
do not help Ouba great distress will fall 
upon the island, out ot which will evolve 
conditions that will be as intolerable to 
this country as those which existed before 
the way with Spain,“ he means what he 
says. The beet sugar men are unmoved 
by statements of this kind. They do not 
care what may happen in Cuba. They are 
resolved that there shall be no reduction 
of sugar duties for anybody, They do not 
wish to see a ‘precedent of this kind estab- 
lished. 

These men persist in their assertion that 
the “sugar trust” will be the beneficiary 
of lower duties on Cuban sugar. They 
fancy that the unpopularity of that“ trust 
will create prejudice against these lower 
duties. The sugar trust will not be 
aided thereby, The Cubans are the only | 
ones who will be aided. He must be a 
anne Congressman whom this 

“sugar trust” bogey can scare out of vot-

THE SKIRTS OF GERMANY ARE CLEAR. 

The German Foreign office could not have 
replied more promptly and adequately than 
it has done to Lord Cranborne’s expression 
of belief that Germany was one of the 
powers that stood behind Austria when the 
Ambassador from that country asked Lord 
Salisbury to unite in signing a collective 
note” to the United States in behalf of 
Spain. The statement is made 1 with all 
positiveness that Germany at no time 
proposed to other powers intervention in 
the Spanish-American war, and never 
listened to suggestions in the sense of inter- 
vention made by another power. The Ger- 
man government, it is said, “ maintained 
a negative attitude toward such sugges-: 
tions, and made known its negative stand- 
4 whenever opportunity offered.” 

A captious eritie might say that this 16 
not altogether responsive to Lord Cran- 
borne’s statement. The “collective note 
he spoke of would not have been interven- | 
tion.“ The note which the Austrian Am- 
bassador suggested was te be one which 
did not threaten intervention. It was to he 
a protest and a plea for arbitration. A fair 
interpretation, however, of the language of 
the German Forelgn office is that the Ger- 
man government neyer countenanced a note 
eouched in the terms Lord Cranborne men- 
tions. 

The German Foreign office, while admit- 
ting that suggestions in the sense of in- 
terventiqn " were made to it, says that they 
did not come from an Austrian source. 
This awakens natural curiosity on this side 
of the ocean—a curiosity which the Foreign 
It is pos- 
sible that the suggestion may have come 
from Spain. It is more likely that it did 
than that it came from Russia or France, 
Now that the British and German gor- 
ernments have spoken, perhaps these of 
France and Russia will follow suit and let 
it be known how much or how little there 
is in Lord Cranbogne’s belief that some 
European powers stood behind Austria. 


SUNDAY LIQUOR in NEW ‘YORK, 

The New York Evening Post favors a 
revision of the license laws so that the sale 
of liquor on Sunday in the city may be 
made lawful, subject to proper regulations. 
It recognizes, however, the unwillingness 
of the Governor and the Legislature to 
move in that direction. Therefore it advises 
Mayor Low to enforce the Sunday closing 
law, 

There are many New-Yorkers who de 
lieve that the policy of enfereement will 
put Tammany back in power. The Even- 
ing Post says it. would régret the return 
of Tammany Hall to office, but that it is 
the duty of the Mayor to do right and let 
the consequences take care of themselves. 
It helds out to Mayor Low the comforting 
assurance that he may place his trust 
in the people of this city, whe can hardly 
be expected to punish an upright and just 
oficial for doing hie sworn duty.” |

THE ‘SMALL COLLEGE, 

There is a great deal of truth in the re- 
matks made by Mr. Bryan, Mr. Barnes, and 
others at the alumni dinner of Illinois Col- 
lege about the value of the small college. 
There is no doubt that the institutions of 
the kind that Mr. D. K. Pearsons delights | 
to honor have done a world of good. Near- 
ness to home; inexpensive board, lodging, 
and tuition; democratic feeling; closeness of 
personal contact—these are merits that 
claim and get pecognition. By all means let 
there be as many “ neighborhood colleges 
us are necessary both for boys and girls 
who would not go elsewhere and for boys 
and girls who need the kind of training 
they there receive. 

But there is no reason why the number 
of small colleges should be recklessly in- 
creased. Certain things are possible only 
in the large and centralized college. Com- 
plete scientific apparatus, commodious 
laboratories, fully equipped libraries, wide 
acquaintence, largeness of life, cosmopoli- 
tan feeling—all these desirable things are 

sible only where vast sums of money 
are expended and where stydents come to- 
gether from the ends of the earth. From 
simple lack ot facilities the human mind 
can never in the small college range over 
the vast field which opens up before the 
investigator who does his work in the fully 
developed university. In other words, there 
is one glory of the small college and another 
glory of the large college. Neither should 
be disparaged in favor of the other. When 
one notices the meager courses of instruc- 
tion provided in a great many small eol- 
leges, one is driven to the conelusion that 
these colleges need edification rather than 
multiplication. There are enough of them: 
now till the existing ones can be strength- 
ened. It is possible to spread learning gut 

too thin.

PRESIDENT JAMES or WORTHWESTERN 

Northwestern University is rejoicing in 
the possession of a new President. After 
a year and à half of waiting, and watching, 
and negotiating, it has found its man in 
Professor Edmund J. James of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. 

The career of Professor James is suffl- 
cient proof that he has both the scholarship 
and the administrative ability that are need- 
ed in the office to which he has been called. 
It is significant, too, that his scholarship 
lies in the direction of a broader conception 
of the university and of closer relations with 
the outside world, It was in connection 
with the Wharton School of Finance and 
Economy that he first became prominent. 
It was in connection with the question of 
the technical training of husiness-men that 
he made his last trip to Hurope. His de- 
partment at the University of Obiecago has 
been that of university extension. He has 
devoted a great deal of time and thought to 
the subject of commercial education in col- 
leges. All these facts in his career as a 
college teacher indtrate that in his policy as 
a college President he will be likely to try. 
to bring his college into the current of pres- 
ent day life and to make it the home not 
only of the professions and of academic 
learning but of all the interests of the mod- 
ern world, 

It is not likely, however, thet in trying to 
develop the university in its relations to 
popular needs President James will debase 
it into a mere training school. The univer- 
sity should he as wide as humanity. It will 
inelude the theoretical as well as the prac- 
tical, speculation as well as action. For the 
highest ideals of pure scholarship President. 
James may be trusted to have the greatest 
respect. The * studious cloister” will not 
be disturbed. But if he keeps in Evanston 
the energy and the spirit of expansion which 


he has had in Philadelphia and in Chicago, 


Northwestern University may expect to see 
its boundaries enlarged and development 
accelerated. The new reign will be one in 
which the requirements of today will be 
recognized to their full extent, 


ENFORCEMENT or HOUSING LAWS. 

It is hard to convince a man who has seen 
nothing of Chicago but the down-town dis- 
trict and some grassy grove of a suburb 
that “ congested district” and insanitary 
housing are anything but the cant phrases 
of the sociologist. How much human suf- 
fering those phrases indicate, what moral 
and physical degeneration they prophesy. 
he cannot understand. Such a man would 
have experienced an awakening if he had 
heard Mr. Robert Hunter's talk at the 
Quadrangle club day before yesterday.

That is obviously impossible, But at the 
same time it is noteworthy that nobody has 
ever given the tenement much thought and 
study without coming to the conclusion that 
while bad housing cannot be charged with | 
all the {lls which cities are heir to, it is still 
responsible for so many of them that, until 
it shall become a thing of the past, there 
is little hope for the future.
